Shafers Initiate 
Twin Drive-In 


WAYNE-Martin and 
Charles Shafer of the Wayne 
Amusement Company, Inc., 
announce that ground 
breaking ceremonies for the 
new Wayne Twin Drive-In 
theatre will take place in the 
near future. 

The Wayne Twin will 
consist of the current Wayne 
Drive-In, located at 38547 
Michigan Avenue just west of 
Newburgh and a new theater 
to be constructed on the 
same site.

The 
building housing the 
concession stand and rest 
rooms will be 150 feet long 
and 125 feet wide, centrally 


located to serve patrons from 
both the east and west twin 
units. 


Over 100 food and 
beverage items are to be 
offered. In addition to 
traditional snacks such as 
popcorn, candy and hot dogs, 
there will be full couree 
dining available before or 
during showtime, with fried 
chicken, pizza, shrimp And 
many other items on the 
menu. 

All weather tables and 
chairs will accommodate over 
100 persons on the huge 
patio at the side of the 
concession building.

degree holders and specialists. 

‘‘We are still 
approximately $400,000 
apart on the total package, 
Jakad said. 

The REA made its first 
offer on May 7 last, the 
School Board made its first 
proposal since then both 
parties have made counter 
proposals without reaching 
settlement. 

In a prepared statement 
the REA stated: 

‘*We are seeking the 
assistance of an impartial 
third party after repeated 
fruitless attempts on our part 
over the past four months to 
receive Board consideration 
of our proposals,” Wade 
Jones, senior high school 
teacher and chairman of the 
teacher negotiating team said. 

THE DATE of the fact 
finding hearing will be 
announced, he noted, when a 
fact finder is assigned. 

The State Mediation Board 
has indicated it will give a 
10-day period for the School 
Board to respond, though the 
School Board may waivevtbls 
for earlier fact 

“We deeply regret tl uj 
Board’s persistent refusal to 
bargain in the same spirit in 
which we have attempted to 
negotiate with them,” said 
Jones. “In spite of repeated 
counter proposals on our part 
to the Board, we find them 
holding the same position in 
September that they held in 
May when negotiations for 
the 1969-70 school contract 
began.” 


In Jones’ view the Board 
has shown a willingness to 
move backwards at a time 
when the community has 
demonstrated a desire to 
move forward in meeting the 
education needs of its 
children: 

* * ♦ 

“WHEN ROMULUS 
residents approved an 
increased millage this year 
they demonstrated their 
desire to upgrade the quality 
of education in the 
community,” said Jones. 
“Proposals by the Board this 
year, both in economic and 
non-economic areas are not 
consistent with the 
community’s charge.” 

One of a team of six 
teacher negotiators, Jones 
fears that the community is 
in danger of losing its most 
talented teachers and 
education specialists because 
of failure to adequately 
compensate them. 

Of particular concern to 
the Romulus teachers, 
according to Jones, is the 
problem of overcrowded 
classrooms-particularly on 
the elementary scK>ol level. 

* * * 

WE ARE deeply 
concerned about the 
supervision and safety of 
these youngsters,” he said, 
“and we have spent a great 
deal of time and effort 
developing proposals to 
combat it. Yet the Board has 
flatly refused to seriously 
consider our proposals.” 

At the same time, 
continued Jones, the Board 
has deleted from this year’s 
contract several items agreed 
upon under last year’s 
contract as vital to quality 
education. These items, he 
said, include recognition of 
national and local 
professional education 
organizations and the 
education profession’s Code 
of Ethics. 

“Teachers can only 
wonder why the Board chose 
this year to repudiate these 
items,” he said.

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Westwood Bickering 
Should Be Halted 


S ome points must be cleared up in the 
current controversy involving two 
trustees of the Westwood Board of 
Education and their use of district funds to 
attend an educational conference. 

Here’s a brief outline of the incident. 
During the spring Trustees James Collie and 
Otto Grau Jr. informed their fellow Board 
members of their intention to attend 
Congressman Bill Ford’s annual education 
conference in Washington, DC. 

Before they left, the two men went to the 
administration offices, had checks made out 
for expenses and countersigned them. For 
the third required signature they used the 
payroll stamp of Treasurer Mrs. Louise 
Lough eed -this without her knowledge. 

In the meantime, the Board of Education 
passed a resolution stating that any purchase 
over $100 must be authorized by the 
superintendent. 

When Trustee Wesley Moore found out 
what happened he contacted the Dearborn 
Heights Police who were asked to investigate 
the incident. Moore claimed that the checks 
were unauthorized and therefore illegally 
drawn. 

Collie’s contention is that he followed the 
procedure that had been used many times in 
his years on the Board. He claims that no 
Board member was ever denied the 
opportunity of attending an educational 
conference and thus felt there was no need 
for formal approval of the trip. The use of 
the payroll signature stamp on such 
occasions is also a long-time practice, Collie 
says. 

There’s nothing wrong with Board of 
Education trustees attending conferences. As 
a matter of fact, trustees should be 
encouraged to take part in these, with the 
district picking up the tab wherever possible. 
Congressman Ford’s educational conference 
is also regarded as an outstanding one and 
was attended by many officials from 
neighboring districts. 

If Collie and Grau had gone to the Board 
for formal approval of the trips and approval 
of the expenditures there would be no 
controversy now. But over the years sloppy 
fiscal policies had become accepted practice 
in the district and the trustees were

egislators, while looking out for the 
interests of their own districts, should 
see the situation as a whole, too. 


State Rep. Richard A. Young, (D — 33rd 
District) this past week voiced his opposition 
to the Wayne County Community College 
District, since the residents he represents in 
Etearborn Heights do not have a campus on 
their doorsteps. (Young’s Westland 
constituency are already in the Schoolcraft 
District.) 

While he may have a valid point. Young 
completely overlooks the total advantage of 
the community college — nearby classes, and 
low rates, etc., for a vast majority of the 
County. Young’s constituents are welcome 
and able to attend one of the campuses 
which are close to Dearborn Heights. 

Rep. Young’s present attitude is 
definitely quite parochial, and we hope this 
attitude does not extend to his other 
decisions about Dearborn Heights and north 
Westland.

following a long-time practice that certainly 
deserved to be discarded. 

Some division of opinion exists as to 
whether the Board will be able to prove that 
the two men were violating Moore’s $100 
limit. Moore’s resolution did not appear in 
writing until after the two had returned 
when the resolution came up for approval in 
the minutes of the previous Board meeting. 

What we have here,' it seems, is a 
monumental mistake. There is little doubt in 
our minds that Collie and Grau were not 
seeking to maliciously extort $255 each 
from the Westwood District. The money was 
duly used for the benefit of the district by 
their attendance at that conference. 

Since that time policies have been 
considered and passed which cover most of 
the contingencies in this situation. The 
signature stamp, which at that time lay in an 
unlocked drawer, is now carefully guarded 
against misuse. It has been made quite clear 
to all the trustees that they are expected to 
seek approval from the Board for all trips 
and for any expenses. Thus the whole affair 
has had some useful effect. 

Collie, now a former trustee, and Grau, 
who still serves on the Board, are going to 
fight the Board’s order to return the money. 
They do not feel that they did any wrong 
and it’s hard to see what the district is going

to gain from a long drawn-out 


battle. 


On the other hand, the children of the 
district have already suffered twice from the 
controversy. There is no doubt that, 
breaking as it did before the second millage 
election, the controversy adversely affected 
the millage which failed by only 200 votes. 

Further the controversy continues to hurt 
the students. In Washington, Grau 
established contacts with government 
officials who promised to help him get a 
radio station for Robichaud High. Some 
equipment is available from government 
surplus sources and he is seeking to raise 
$5000 locally to pay for shipping the 
equipment and for some equipment which 
will have to be purchased. His campaign for 
a Robichaud radio station~to provide 
communication for the district and 
vocational training for students-is also being 
hurt by the continued controversy. 

We feel that all the lessons that are to be 
learned from this fiasco have already been 
learned. It is apparently not what the 
trustees did that was wrong, but how they 
did it. Unfortunately it’s one of those 
arguments in which everyone thinks he is 
right and, eventually, nobody wins. And, as 
always, the losers will be the kids.

School Bus Transportation 
Programs, Rules are Listed 


BELLEVILLE- Many 
questions have been received 
by administrative staff at the 
Board of Education offices of 
the Van Buren Public Schools 
in regard to school bus 
transportation. 

And in the interest of 
safety, efficiency and more 
pleasant rides to and from 
school for students, James 
Egan, business manager, 
i ssued the following 
information, rules and bus 
programs: 

School bus routes are now 
being set up and will be 
mailed to each family. These 
should be received prior to 
Sept. 4, the first day of 
school. 

If you do not receive a 
notice in the mail, please 
check with a neighbor or call 
the Transportation Office. It 
should be noted that these 
routes are sent out to provide 
a smooth operation at the 
start of the school year and 
that these routes and stops 
are subject to change if 
necessary. 

♦ * * 

WE ARE planning no basic 
changes in transportation 
policy with the exception of 
adjusting stops on some 
routes to bring them into line 
with the rest of the routes 


and into conformance with a 
State Depart ment of 
Education recommendation 
that for reasons of safety 
“bus stops should be limited 
to four per mile.’* 

This means if you should 
live midway between two 
stops a quarter mile apart the 
students may have to walk 
220 yards to board the bus. 
In some instances where it is 
not possible to route a bus on 
a given section of road, 
students may have to walk a 
quarter mile or more* but no 
students will be required to 
walk over a half mile to board 
a bus. 

Parents should have their 
children at the closest stop as 
indicated on the route sheet 
sent to them for the school 
their children attend. 

♦ ♦ * 

THE ROUTE description 
and list of stops should ‘give 
some indication as to when 
the bus will arrive, but as a 
precautionary measure the 
students should be out a little 
earlier the first week of 
school. After that the drivers 
will be able to operate on a 
tighter schedule and the time 
children leave to catch the 
bus can be adjusted 
accordingly. 

All students should be at 


the bus on the pick-up side of 
the street when the bus 
arrives. 

Parents should instruct 
their children in proper 
conduct and good safety 
habits to and from the bus 
stop and at the bus stop. 

* * * 

PARENTS CAN help by 
not permitting their children 
to ride the bus with glass 
bottles, large bulky objects, 
or anything else which could 
cause injury or complicate 
matters in case of an 
emergency. 

If these objects need to be 
taken to school, parents 
should make the necessary 
arrangements. Students 
should also be instructed in 
proper conduct aboard the 
bus. 

Our rules aboard the bus 
are rather general and very 
simple. They are: 

Obey the driver. Sit down 
and remain seated. If talking 
use conversational tones. No 
yelling, screaming or 
shouting. Remain silent at 
railroad crossings. Keep 
hands, feet, and objects in 
your possession off others. 
No smoking or light ing of 
matches, etc. and no eating.

LANSING-Mayors of four 
Oakland County cities m4 
the other business and 
government leaders attended 
groundbreaking last Monday 
(Aug. 25) for construction of 
the mammoth Interstate 75 
and Interstate 696 freeway 
interchange, which will 
extend into all four cities.

Bids will be taken next 
summer on the rest of the 
structures and roadways. 
Right of way costs have 
totaled $9,432,000. 

Because it is part of the 
Interstate freeway system, 
the project will be financed 
90 per cent by federal funds 
and 10 per cent by state and 
local funds.

Secretary Shultz, writing in 
the July-August issue of “The 
Ford Dealer Magazine,” says 
the emphasis today in trying 
to relieve a critical shortage 
of trained mechanics is on 
teaching skills to the 
hard-core unemployed. 

* “The Labor Department 
offers two avenues of 
assistance to dealers who can 
establish automobile 
mechanic or other skill 
training programs for such 
i ndi vid ua Is — on-the-job 
training (OJT) and job 
opportunities in the business 
sector (JOBS),” he reports. 

♦ * * 

IN BOTH cases, the 
government reimburses the 
dealer for costs of training 
the individual, while the 
dealer pays wages to the 
trainee. 

Participation by dealers, 
according to the secretary, 
ranges from a Ford dealer in 
California with one trainee to 
the Kansas Motor Car 
Dealers* Association in 


Topeka which last year signed 
a contract to train 100 men. 

A firm in New Jersey 
operating several Ford and 
Lincoln-Mercury dealerships 
has had as many as 52 
trainees and a group of Ford 
dealerships in Colorado has a 
JOBS contract to train 42 
mechanics.

Clarence Hoffman Replies 


(Editor's Note: Clarence 
Hoffman, of 43912 Dunn, 
Sumpter Township, member of 
the Township Board and United 
Homeowners A ssociation of 
Sumpter submits below his reply 
to statements made last week by 
Superv isor William Gouger, one of 
the four members of the 
Township Board that the 
Homeowners Association have 
named in a Recall Campaign,) 


In the past issue of the 
newspaper, Mr. Gouger made 
some statements which I feel 
are misleading. First, he is 
trying to tell the people that I 
am participating with the 
recall for political ambitions. 
This is obviously untrue 
because I am not running for 
any office as my term for 
Township Trustee does not 
expire until January, 1973. 

He further claimed that I 
was fired from the Police 
Department by Kozma for 
refusing to take a test. The 
truth of the matter is that I 
challenged the administration 
testing procedure because it 
was discriminatory. 

I asked for a hearing before 
the Board but was denied my 
right of hearing. There is no 
record in the minutes of my 
discharge only that my 
hearing was denied. 

I was an Elected Constable 
for 11 years and also served 
with the Police Department. I 
was vice-president of the 
Wayne County Branch of the 
Michigan Constables 
Association. While I was in 
the armed service I served as a 
Military Policeman. I know 
something about police work 
and when the Kozma-Gouger 
administration took over I 
saw what they were doing. 

♦ * * 

The others are friends and 
relatives of the administra- 
tion. The discriminatory 
testing device was a means of 
creating vacancies for 
political appointments. One 
police officer was fired after 
he wrote the Township 
Clerk’s wife a ticket. 

If Mr. Gouger does not 
think that I was not a 
qualified policeman, then 
why did he offer me the 
Police Commissioner’s job if I 
would stop associating with 
Elmer Parraghi? If I would 
become a part of the 
administration I would run 
the police department, but if 


I do not play their politics 
then I’m not qualified, as a 
policeman. 

* * * 

MR. GOUGER accused me 
of working with the 
opposition. If my objections 
to the administration’s tactics 
and protecting the 
Township’s citizens interest is 
opposition; I will have to' 
concede and conclude from 
this, that if you work for 
the people, y o u are the 
opposition. 

I am further convinced of 
this, when they have their 
private board meetings and 
do not Invite me to help them 
cut and dry their schemes. I 
feel that all Board Meetings 


should be opened to the 
public. 

It also seems that Mr. 
Gouger has hard feelings 
toward certain persons In this 
township. Could it be 
because It w a s questioned 
whether it was a conflict of 
interest for him to hold down 
two jobs and draw two 
salaries from the township? 

Mr. Gouger can’t seem to 
make up his mind what office 
he wants to hold. He has 
resigned twice as clerk, now 
he’s Supervisor. This Is really 
a farce.

U.S. Funds For A Lobby, None For DCM Shooters? 


Comparing certain Federal policies of the recent 
past with older, traditional government programs 
can produce some acute shocks. 

One such clash of purposes directly affects 
civilian marksmanship and the sale of surplus 
military arms to eligible private citizens through 
the Director of Civilian Marksmanship, Department 
of the Army. 

Back in 1903, the Congress enacted a law 
authorizing Army support of civilian 
marksmanship as a needful measure of national 
defense. As recently as a year ago, Congress 
reiterated its support of such a program by refusing 
to cut funds for it. 

i i 

Yet, after the National Rifle Association stood 
up for the right of free, law-abiding Americans to 
own and use firearms legitimately, without 
registration and other bureaucratic harassment, the 
Johnson Administration chopped down the DCM 
program to a stark minimum by executive action. 

The assigned reason was the high cost of the war 
in Vietnam. But as some Congressmen and other 
spokesmen for firearms ownership charged, the real 
reason was to retaliate against the NRA and others 
who opposed repeated demands for nationwide 
registration and licensing. 

In contrast to this treatment, the National 
Student Association, a campus organization which 
hazily claims a membership slightly larger than the 
NRA, was richly financed by the Central 
Intelligence Agency for several years. When that 
form of Federal financing was revealed and 
stopped, the Office of Economic Opportunity 
subsidized the student group to the tune of more 
than $800,000 in tax funds. 


And what service to the Nation has the National 
Student Association rendered in return for some of 
this bounty from the Federal government? Among 
other things, according to an Associated Press 
dispatch from Washington, D.C., it “opposes the 
war in Vietnam and lobbies with Congress 
(emphasis added) on such issues as keeping student 
discounts on airline fares. ” 

So it appears that the National Student 
Association lobbies despite a direct Federal subsidy 
that goes into its treasury. The NRA was unjustly 
accused of something of the kind by such people as 
Sen. Thomas J. Dodd, of Connecticut, although 
not one iota of DCM money went into the NRA 
treasury: 

Consider the contrast: 

The NRA, which helps to train young 
Americans to shoot straight in time of war, is cut 
off from Federal support amid cries of “lobby" for 
upholding the untrammelled right of law-abiding 
Americans to bear arms. 

The National Student Association, which 
opposes the war against Communism in Vietnam, 
gets fat subsidies while allegedly lobbying for 
cut-rate plane fares and opposing military 
preparedness in the face of a world menace. 

When the Federal govemment-or at least the 
past Administration-does such things, where does it 
leave public confidence? 

The present Administration has a fine chance to 
do a good job of restoration in this area.

'A Funny Thing' Isn't at Hilberry

Overconfidence can be a disaster in the theater and 
there is no guarantee that what was once effective is 
required to remain effective without a reasonable 
amount of effort. The Wayne State University 
Hilberry Classic Theatre toured overseas military 
bases not too long ago with the ribald musical, "A 
Funny Thing Happened on the Way to the Forum," 
and it was a huge success. 

There was no reason it shouldn’t have been. Not 
only is the adaption of some of Plautus’ plays bawdy, 
laugh provoking and girl filled, but the production 
was well planned and well mounted. The touring 
company had several major obstacles to overcome 
also, like a quota which forced members of the 
company to double in more than one role and join 
the orchestra when not on stage and like a weight 
limitation which required making the entire set out of 
canvas so it would fit into trunks which were also 
used as part of the set. The final result, viewed both 
before and after the tour, was excellent. 

There is nothing wrong with the assumption that 
what was successful once can work again and a revival 
of the production as part of the Hilberry’s first 
summer festival sounds logical, especially with the 
talented Jeffrey Tambor and Paul Stolaisky 


recreating their roles of Pseudolus and Hysterium. 
The result is funny, but it could have been a lot 
funnier. The restaging isastonishly sloppy and Wayne 
is usually quite meticulous about such things. Many 
of the cast are indulging in careless readings, the 
production has found no level or balance and there 
are a couple of disastrous incidents of miscasting, 
notably Kay Jay, who can’t sing at all, as the virgin. 

DOWNSTAIRS, in the Studio Theatre, the 
problem is reversed. David Regia and Don Blakely 
offer an imaginative staging for Ann Jellicoe’s ‘The 
Sport of My Mad Mother," and the cast is able 
too -but the play is worthless. Mrs. Jellico may well 
have been mad at seeing what her daughter produced, 
a somewhat haphazard blending of techniques and 
styles, whatever the author thought would fit. 

The scene is a vacant lot or junk yard in England 
where some cretinistic youth are venting the 
frustrations of the modern generation in alt the usual 
vents. There’s a rag picker, unbelievabley even less 
intelligent than the gang members, an American 
visitor preaching some of the platitudes of social 
workers, and an ash can musician. Sorre effort could 
be made to discuss the wholly predictable theme, but 
I won’t bother, since the message doesn’t come across 
at all. although it isn’t hard to guess what it’s 
supposed to be. Suffice it to say that the work is very 
contrived.
